REPORT 


OF THE 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


. GENERAL REMARKS. 


To THE CiTizENS OF WEARE:—The year just closed has 
been one of more than ordinary success in our schools. The 
importance of a faithful superintendency has been fully realized 
by us, and we have done what we could to promote their in- 
terests. 

And although willing to acknowledge, that an educational 
board reflects to some extent the ideas of the community by 
whom they are elected, and that the present age seems to de- 
mand that the time and thought of the parent, should be devoted 
almost wholly to the domestic duties of life ; yet we do not think 
it advisable for you to commit the care, and management of the 
schools, so fully into the hands of the officers of your choice; 
as not to claim any of your time and attention, thinking that 
through them, you can as well promote the best interests of your 
school. Aided and encouraged as we have been. by some of our 
best teachers, and by a portion of our community that have been 
pervaded by a spirit of progress ; nevertheless we need parental 
aid. We need your presence in the school-room, to cheer the 
minds of the scholars, and to help create a lively interest in their 
studies. We need your constant watchcare in behalf of your 
children, and your hearty cooperation in promoting their best 
interests while at school. 

During the past year we have endeavored to remedy some of 
the evils which have seemed to bear heavily upon the progress 
of our schools. The multiplicity of classes which exists so gen- 
erally was one of these evils, which we have attempted partially 
to remedy, by causing a 


CHANGE OF GEOGRAPHIES, 


which was a means, in one school in particular, where the 
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teacher had hardly time to go through with the entire classes of 
the school, merely asking the text-questions of the lessons with- 
out offering anything explanatory, of reducing the number of 


classes in that study from six before the exchange to two after 


the exchange was complete. Thus saving to that school the 
time that necessarily would have been employed in hearing the 
recitations of four classes, and we hope that parents yill interest 
themselves with us in this matter, by showing a willingness to 
have their children so classified as to make the fewest possible 
classes, thus giving more time for hearing the recitations. For 
no teacher can do justice to himself and his school, who has not 
time to open his mind to his pupils, thereby causing an inter- 
change of thought. 

And while we are particularly anxious to save all the time 
possible to the advantage of the teacher as well as the school, 
we think, yes, we know, that teachers do not fully realize the 
grave responsibility of their position. 


TO TEACHERS. 


therefore, we would say: that to educate is pre-eminently your 
work, and the first duty that you owe to yourselves and to man- 
kind in sustaining that relation is to educate yourselves ; notonly 
as far as books are concerned, but educate the mind so as to be 
able to advance thought, as those you are called upon to teach 
are more ready to receive truths coming direct from you, than 
in a more indirect way from their studies, and in connection 
with your work as,teacher it should ever be your duty to study 
to know the minds of your scholars and to secure to the young, 
whom you have placed under your care, such elementary train- 
ing as will fit them for the common offices of ordinary life. 
Remembering that those will succeed best who have studied 
deepest the human mind. 

We have had during the past year, with but few exceptions, a 
very efficient board of teachers, and it is very much to their 
credit as well as to the credit of our schools that the common 
practice of inflicting punishment, so often reported in connection 
with our schools, as well as the occasion for such a manner of 
discipline, is becoming of rare occurrence. 
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Authority is all important and can be maintained only by an 
impartial though strict rule which fails not to mete out equal 
justice to all. 

Reprove ‘‘A” for misconduct to-day, overlook the same in 
‘*B” to-morrow, and soon all authority will be lost forever. 

Prudential committees have been very successful in their se- 
lection of teachers, and have worked in harmony with us for the 
_best interests of the schools, in most cases. We would suggest, 
however, that a little more attention on the part of some in no- 
tifying the Superintending Committee of the time of opening 
and closing the schools, would be very beneficial ; and also that 
a practice of presenting your teachers for examination previous 
to the morning of opening the school, would better promote the 
general interest of all concerned. 

We have at present a town uniformity of text-books which, if 
persisted in, will be a means of permanent progress to our 
schools. Yet in our school system of to-day, we find defects 
which seem to demand a remedy. And upon retiring from the. 
‘‘Board,” I can but express to the citizens of Weare my sincere 
thanks for the support received at your hand, and for the inter- 
est you have taken with myself in promoting the cause of edu- 
cation, retaining naught but the kindest of feelings towards all. 
I would still urge that the interests of our common schools may 
receive your watchful care and your hearty cooperation.

Summer and fall terms taught by Anna H. Eastman of 
Weare. Miss Eastman entered upon her work as a teacher 
under the disadvantage of being in her own district, where most 
likely there would be some prejudice. She seemed, however, 
at each of our visits to be instructed in her work, and we think 
sin the main she did it pretty well. Her school did not seem to 
be aroused to enthusiasm in study, and some of the classes were 
not as thorough as they should be. But this was owing no 
doubt in part to irregularity in attendance. Many of the schol- 
ars were withdrawn before the close of the second term to the 
injury of the school. When the average attendance scarcely 
exceeds two thirds of the whole number, a school cannot be a 
complete success. We would cordially recommend Miss East- 
man for any other school, as we think, with this experience and 
under more favorable circumstances, she would do well. 

Winter term taught by Jason P. Dearborn of South Weare. 
At our first visit to this school we felt we had seldom seen bet- 
ter material for a first class school. Numbering about forty and 
largely composed of older and more advanced scholars, with a 
teacher of successful experience, with these conditions we an- 
ticipated the best of results. But we could not be honest to our 
convictious without expressing ourselves in a measure disap- 
pointed. We would not be understood, however, as considering 
the school a failure. We only mean it has not been the grand 
success it ought to have been. We do not profess to be wise 
enough, nor will we attempt to apportion the blame so as to 
determine each one’s share. But we are very far from believing 
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the teacher alone or chiefly responsible. His previous large and . 
successful experience as a teacher and Supt. of Schools proves 
the contrary. That he may have erred in giving too much lib- 
erty to those who abused it, that he would have succeeded better 
with a degal snapper on his moral suasion whip we have but 
little doubt. But a deep settled and unfounded prejudice on the 
part of Some, which led to opposition when there should have 
been hearty cooperation, caused more injury to this school than 
anything else. Until parents are disposed to aid and encourage 
teachers, instead of opposing, we do not expect to see the best 
results. At this writing, this school is still in session, and we 
are happy.to say appearing better at our late visits, some of the 
disturbing element having withdrawn. * Ai BsP. 


DISTRICT No. 9.—Barnarp HILt. 
Prudential Committee, Joun B. Favor. 


Summer term by Clara C. Gutterson of Henniker. Miss Gut- 
terson’s success during this her first term is alland even more 
than we had reason to expect in so small a school. She seems 
well adapted to teaching, feeling and acting as much at home 
in the school room as many of our advanced teachers. The 
classes in reading showed thorough work, and the progress in 
geography, especially the classification, was particularly notice- 
able. 

Fall term taught by Fred Eaton, a teacher in whom the dis- 
trict are fully united, and one that is deserving of a wider field 
of labor. He has been faithful with the ‘‘few,” and we trust is 
able to ‘‘ rule the many.”

Etta L. Smith of Weare, teacher for the summer term. A 
second effort of Miss Smith’s in this district was not a lost op- 
portunity to this school. Having previously identified herself 
with the parents, scholars, and the work of the school, she was 
able to begin with her instruction where she left off: losing no 
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time in forming acquaintances, or ascertaining ‘ways and 
means.” Order, which with her is made the ‘‘first law” of the 
school room, was excellent, and it was imparted in such a man- 
ner as to leave a healthful atmosphere on the minds of her pu- 
pils: breathing out a: general desire to gratify the wishes of 
their teacher, by a quiet earnestness in their study, a prompt- 
ness in their answers and a willingness to obey, which betoken 
the best of results. Harmony prevailed throughout the entire 
term. With a united school, a wide awake teacher, and par-. 
ents in full sympathy, a most successful term is inevitable. The 
teacher speaks of the scholars as being ‘“trespectfu® and obe- 
dient,” and the parents *tuniformly kind.” 

Fall term taught by Carrie A. Frost of Weare. This was 
Miss Frost’s first effort, and although she labored hard, yet be- 
ing aware of the feeling that existed in the district at the open- 
ing of the school we did not look for a successful term. For 
Prudential Committee and parents did not seem to work under- 
standingly together: a portion, as this teacher says in her report, 
‘twishing another teacher.” Here we shall see the results of 
constantly changing teachers. For further on in her report she 
also says: *‘One or two of the scholars, upheld by their parents, 
and one or two in the district, have tried to make all the trouble 
they could.” Hence we see the importance of consulting the 
interests of the districts, of carrying out the wishes of our con- 
stituents, and of keeping our mind unprejudiced in the matter 
of procuring teachers. For when a teacher is giving entire sat- 
isfaction, and parents are desirous of continuing the services of 
that teacher, z0 committee, it seems to me, is ‘‘faithfully and 
impartially performing his duty,” nor is he acting for the interest 
of all concerned, that wili put off a certainty for an uncertainty ; 
choosing rather to gratify his own selfish desire of hiring whom 
he has a mind to, than to have a good school by consulting the 
feelings of others in common with his own. Be FG:
